PEKING. 

A correspondent writes :—For some ten days back I had no- 
ticed that the centre of the public road leading from the palace 
of the Emperor to the Temple of the Sun, lying outside the east 
gate of the city, was being levelled and repaired, and that the 
carts, horses, &c., were prevented by ropes and notices from using 
that portion of the thoroughfare. We were at the same time 
given to understand that the Emperor would in a few days visit 
the Temple of the Sun. Yesterday afternoon a proclamation 
from her Britannic Majesty’s Legation gave British subjects resi- 
dent in Peking the following information for their eridanes — 

“‘Her Britannic Majesty's subjects in Peking are requested to take 
notice that the Emperor of China will proceed to-morrow from the east 
gate of the palace by the great east gate of the city to a temple outside 
the walls, and that the streets along which his Majesty goes and returns 
will be closed to all passengers.—By order.

SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 26th 
April ; the P. and O, mail from London March 6 arrived out on 
the 19th April. The following items of news are from the Vorth 
China Herald :— 


This is always a dull season in Shanghai, as regards business, 
All the tea and silk is sold, and a month has to elapse before 
looking for new supplies ; all the public companies have held 
their annual meetings, and people take the opportunity of going 
in for amusement. 

The S. V. C. Spring Rifle Meeting has extended over four 
days of the week, and has produced some good shooting under 
varied circumstances of wind and weather. The International 
Match was won, after a good contest, by the Scottish team, who 
scored 179 points against the English 161. The meeting is the 
most successful one that has been held in Shanghai, and we are 
sure that we only express the feeling of the whole volunteer 
corps in congratulating Lieutenant Sim, the Musketry Instructor, 
on its success ; for there can be no question that this is very 
greatly due to the energy with which he has worked out the 
arrangements. 

The first Yacht Race of the season was held in weather which 
was simply perfect for the occasion—a fresh breeze and bright 
sun ; and a large number of spectators availed themselves of 
invitations to follow it. The race for the Challenge Cup was 
one of the closest ever run here, the Vimrod coming in barely 
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three minutes ahead of the Phantom, but losing to the latter by 
three-quarter of a minute, owing to the time concession she hw to 
make on account of her longer water line. The Houstboat race 
was won by’the Widgeon. 

Judgment has been given in H.M. Supreme Court in the cases 
lately tricd there relating to the Alhambra. The Captain’s 
claim for a balance of account is allowed. Cheap Jack and Co.’s 
claim for provisions supplied is allowed, but that for advances 
disallowed. 

A commemorative service has been held at Saint Joseph’s Church 
for the souls of the crew and passengers of the Vil. It was 
numerously attended. 

We understand that after very deliberate consideration of 
the designs sent in for the proposed new Municipal buildings 
the Council have decided that in their opinion the one submitted 
by Mr. W. Kidner is the most suitable. Plans were prepared 
by five competitors, to whom, in accordance with the resolution 
passed at the last Ratepayers’ meeting, the Council award Tls.200 
each. All the designs were based upon the principle of allowing 
the work to be proceeded with and become available sectionally, 
but the one to which the Council have given preference is, we 
learn, more especially characterised by this prudential considera- 
tion. It is, we believe, intended to submit the designs for public 
inspection at the Municipal offices for a week before the forth- 
coming Ratepayers’ meeting. 

The absence of any advice of the arrival of the American 
barque Scotland, 441 tons, which left Shanghai for Swatow on 
the 14th March, with a cargo of beancake, leads to some appre- 
hensiveness regarding her safety. From the date of her depar- 
ture, it is probable that she would have encountered the gale of 
the 16-17th March, which caused the loss of the steamer Manchu. 
It is hoped, however, that she may only bave been driven far to 
the south, when, supposing her rigging had suffered damage, she 
might be a long time in working back to her destination. 

We have received the twelfth annual report of the Peking 


Hospital, for 1873, by Dr. Dudgeon. The income during that 
period was Tls. 547, and the expenditure only Tls. 380. Yet we 


are glad to learn that the record is one of continued success. 
There has been no great variation in the number of patients pre- 
scribed for, but the influence of the hospital is said to be yearly 
extending. Its connection with the higher and official classes 
has been year by year steadily increasing, and in no year have 
more officials been attended, or more grave cases treated, than in 
the one under review. 

The case of the proprietors of the orth China Herald v. 
Lane, Crawford and Co. was heard before Sir E. Hornby. The 
plaintitfs applied for a summons calling upon the defendants to 
show cause why a certain agreement for submission to arbitration 
entered into by the plaintiffs and defendants should not be made 
arule of Court. An award had been made in favour of the 
plaintiffs by Mr. Mouat, but a dispute having arisen the plaintiffs 
tiled a petition to enforce compliance with such award. His 
lordship ordeved that the submission be made a Rule of Court. 

Our Peking correspondent scems to have been fortunate in 
getting a glimpse of the Emperor on his way to the Western 
tombs; at any rate he gives minute and interesting details of 
the procession, His Majesty started ou the 10th, and is expected 
hack on the 16th. Before entering the west gate of the city, 
the Empress Dowager and the Empress Consort halt at a temple, 
where their respective relatives will be admitted to interviews 
with them ona family footing. This is an occurrence of extreme 
rarity. The annual interviews at the palace are confined to a 
rigid form of ceremonial. His Majesty’s absence is the signal 
for a holiday in the diplomatic world. The Peruvian Minister 
and suite have gone to the Great Wall, as have, also, two foreign 
gentlemen, who are trying to move the Woosung Bar. The 
weather has lLecome warm, and every one is putting on thinner 
clothing. It is expected that the Russian Minister will ask for 
an audience when the Emperor returns from his excursion. 

A Ningpo correspondent writes :—Mr. Beebe goes away by to- 
day's steamer, with the good wishes of the whole community ; 
and I write to let you know the fact, in order that the records 
of Ningpo to be found zn extenso in your columns, may not fail 
mention of the most gratifying fact to be found therein—-that al- 
though we are a small community, of different nationalities and 
conflicting interests, one man at least has managed to live among 
us twelve months without a quarrel, and can go away leaving 
regrets alone behind him, 

Our Hankow correspondent writes :--We had a most success- 
ful spring meeting last week. The weather was everything that 
aa have been desired, excepting a heavy thunder shower on 
the afternoon of the second day. There were no serious acci- 
dents, and no disputes whatever. The race ball came off on the 
4th, and was well attended and much enjoyed. I learn that we 
are to have a bowling match between our club and your senior 
alley, on Tnesday, the 21st inst. 

The river abreast of Kintoan Beacon has been the soene 
of a very melancholy accident. Captain Kofod, one of our 
oldest pilots, having occasion to go down to the place indicated 
to raise an anchor that had got foul of the telegraph cable, 
allowed his son Charles, a bright and promising boy of eight 
years, to accompany him, in the pilot schooner Maggie, on 
hoard of which, besides the usual crew, there also was 
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Dummel, the chief officer of the Telegraph Company's steamer 
Orsted. Aout 10 a.m. they had succeeded in getting a chain 
attached tb the anchor, and were engaged in heawing it up by 
the Muggie’s bows, when Capt. Kofod, fearing lest the strain 
should cause anything tv snap, directed his boy to go aft out 
of the reach of danger, About half a minute afterwards he 
was startled by acry from one of the crew that Charles wa. 
overboard, and rushing aft saw his boy drifting &¥ay With A very ~ 
strong ebb, about ten yards off. Mr. Dummel, ah agte Winther, 
heavily dressed and booted as he was, plunged at ofce into the water 
and rapidly gaining on the boy, got his drm round him, thd fot 
the child’s arm on his shoulder. The schooner’s dingey was at 
once lowered and pulled by the crew to the rescue, Capt. Kotod 
standing on the schooner paralysed with terror. Un nari ing 
Mr. Dummel and the child, the crew rounded the dingey to, an 
held out an oar to Mr. Dummel to catch. The latter had been 
now a considerable time in the water, and was much exhausted 
by the down-draught of his wet clothes, boots, &c., besides his 
burden, and as he caught at the oar with both hands the child 
seems to have alipped beneath his arm and gone down. He 
must have been swept away by the under current, as he never 
rose to the surface again. With sad hearts they returned to 
Shanghai ; and getting notices printed in Chinese, offering $100 
reward for the recovery of the body, these were last night taken 
down for distribution among the Chinese fishermen, from 
Woosung downwards. 

At Messrs. Bisset. and Co.’s land auction, the garden part of 
the lot known as Probst’s Garden was bought in at Tis. 190 a 
mow, and the portion built over (magsuring nine mow with 
eighty-nine one-story Chinese houses) for Tls. 6,000. The piece 
of land on the French Road known as Birdseye’s Garden was 
bought in for Tls. 400 (about forty taels a mow). A plot on 
the Soochow Creek adjoining Trefancha was sold for Tis. 80 a 
mow. 

The case of the China and Japan rae Company v. W. 
Holme, the master, and others, the owners of the 8.8. Gordon 
Castle, was heard before Sir E. Hornby. {[t was an appeal from 
the decision of H.B.M.’s Consul at Hiogo in reference to the 
liability of the defendants ona bill of lading for short delivery 
of certain pig iron to the consignees in Japan. Against the item, 
as it appeared in the bill of lading, were notes in print and writ- 
ing “ si unknown,” the defendants accepting the statement of 
the London shippers, which was also appended to the item in 

uestion, in the form of a note, “weight 100 tons,” to be correct. 
the cargo on delivery was found to be short. His lordship, 
after hearing:evidence, held that he was bound by the case of 
Jessell v. Barth, which practically decided that where a bill of 
lading contained the words “weight and contents unknown,’ 
whoeversigned it, could not be held responsible, arid that although 
in this case a statement of the weight had been made the cap- 
tain had never undertaken to ascertain whether the statement was 
correct. There was nothing left for him to do but confirm the 
judgment of the Court below. 





HONG KONG. 5 
Our advices by the present mail extend tothe 2nd May ; the 
P. and O. mail from London March 20 was received on the 28th 


April. We take the following items of news from the Daily 
Press :— 

The Macao correspondent of the Daily Press writes in refer- 
ence to the coolie trade on 29th April :—You will be surprised 
to learn that his Excellency the Governor has quite suddenly 
given orders for suspending the “ free emigration ” through this 
port, which, as recently mentioned, it was proposed to establish. 
This has caused not a little consternation, coming after he had 
granted licenses to more than one person to open “ inns” for the 
reception of the coolies ; and his unexpected action will doubt- 
less cause considerable loss to those who have been to the ex- 
pense of hiring and furnishing houses. It is stated that the 
cause of this departure from the scheme he proposed to carry 
out was a letter from the Viceroy of Canton, asking him if he 
could kindly explain what was meant by free emigration wrong 
Macao, seeing that he had told him a few months since that the 
emigration trade would cease on the 27th March last. 

Mr. Armero has left for your port, en route for Japan, &., with 
his family. He was accompanied to the wharf by ELE, the 
Governor, who went with him as far as Hong Kong. The band 

layed some lively airs on his departure. H.E. returned from 
ong Kong the same evening. 

We hear that a public ceremony in honour of the memory of 
the late Coelho do Amaral, formerly Governor of Macao and 
subsequently of Mosambique, will take place shortly in the 
Lusitano Club. Governor Amaral was always much res 
by the Portuguese Communities, both at,Macao and here, and we 
understand the ceremony will be largely attended. ’ 

The Parwtuxet, which was formerly an American gunboat, and 
has recently been repaired at the patent slip, has let for Annam, 
in order to settle the unlucky Dang Wee dispute ; arad it is under- 
stood that a representative of the plaintiff goes in Laer, and takes 
the letter which the Chief Justice stated in Court he would 
write to the King. We trust that this will lead to an adjust- 


Mr. } ment of the matter. 
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A parade of the Government and Volunteer Fire Brigades has 
taken place on the Praya, near the Harbour Master’s office. The 
large Government steam fire-engine did not appear to work so 
smoothly as it might have done, or as the other engines did. 


*¥"e understand that No. 16 of the Chine Punca will make its 
app.irance forthwith. This quite upsets the rumour which 
was afloat to the effect that the last number was to have been 
the concluding one, and we congratulate the promoters upon the 
very prompt manner in which they have set any doubts upon 
the subject at rest. 


Messrs. Siemssen and Co.’s steamer China has left for 
Shanghai on her hundredth trip, and has been fortunate enough 
to perform them all without a single accident. 


A cricket match was played at Amoy on the 24th April 
between H.M. Jron Duke, Cadmus, Frolic, and Hornet, and the 
Amoy Cricket Club, which resulted in a victory for the navy by 
seven wickets. 

The Circus has been under the patronage of his Excellency 
Sir Arthur Kennedy. The audience on the occasion was perhaps 
the largest that has yet visited it. The spacious marquee was 
crowded in every part, and it seemed almost incredible that 
Hong Kong could have turned out such a number to witness any 
performance. This of itself speaks volumes for the entertain- 
ment. We have frequently expressed our opinion about it, and 
the longer it stays it seems always to improve. The programme 
for the past three nights presented some novel features, and as 
usual was well arranged. It is unnecessary to particularise any 
of the “events.” Those who have seen them know what they 
are and how well performed. Those who have not had better 
go and see. We may mention, however, that almost every 
member of the company was encored. The performance was 
very successful, and had an additional attraction in the band 
of the 80th Regiment, which was kindly permitted by Colonel 
Smith to be present. There was also a large attendance in the 
evening. 


A case of considerable interest to those who are in the habit 

of dealing in shares has just been decided in the Summary Court. 
Tha matter—Brown ¢. Boyd—arose in consequence of the sale of 
eight shares in the Indo-Chinese Sugar Company by the Plain- 
tiff to the Defendant. The sale was made prior to the pay- 
ment of two out of three calls, and there was a clause in the 
Company’s deed of partnership that no transfer of shares 
ahould be made before three calls should have been paid up. 
ey, the transfer was not effected in the Company’s books, 
but the seller merely signed a transfer which was left blank 
for the name of the transferee. The result was that notwith- 
standing that Brown had sold the shares, they continued to stand 
in his name in the company’s books, and in consequence he had 
to pay up an amount of $700, the calls upon the shares. His 
Honour summed up the matter in a very concise and clear judg- 
ment. and held that “as svon as the two brokers had settled the 
terms of sale, a contract arose binding the plaintiff to part with, 
and the defendant to accept, the whole interest of the plaintiff 
in those shares, whatever it might be ; in other words, the de- 
fendant agreed thenceforth to take the place of the plaintiff in 
respect of the shares, and having done so the law implied that 
he also promised to indemnify the plaintiff from all future 
liability upon them.” 

The Duily Press says :—The subjoined eminently lucid letter 
has been received. The only allusions to the Manila Lottery in 
this paper were one or two paragraphs concerning the winners, 
and we certainly Jearn for the first time that giving a piece of 
news of that description is illegal :—

BANGKOK. 

The Siam Advertiser has the following items :— 

We learn that Captain John Bush, K.C.W.E., has been ho- 
noured with an audience of his Majesty the King since his return, 
and that he took this occasion of showing the King a copy of 
the London Cauzette, in which was recorded the official notitica- 
tion Sati: St John Bush permission to wear his Siamese 
decoration. e are also given to understand that it is the in- 
tention of the Siamese Government shortly to publish a Croverne- 
ment Gazette in the Siamese language, which shall be on the 
model of the London Gazette, and will contain notices of all ofti- 
cial appointments, State papers relating to foreign affairs, &c. 
This idea was started about five months ago, but could not be 
carried out, owing to want of some competent person as editor. 
This deficiency has now been filled up, and the paper is to be 
edited by a Siamese nobleman of undoubted ability, and who is 
not only well versed in official matters relating to Siain, but is 
also well acquainted with the etiquette of foreign Courts. 

It is both gratifying and surprising to find how rapidly some 
of the Siamese Princes are acquiring mastery of European lan- 
guages, especially in English. Many of them are now able to 
maintain a conversation in English with a degree of ease seldom 
met with in any foreigner ; and that they are acquiring and 
cherishing a taste not only for the language, but for the benefits 
arising from its acquisition, may be derived from the fact that 
many of them have sent to England for books on all kinds of 
worthy subjects, such as natural history, astronomy, sicred and 
secular biography, mechanics and other kindred subjects. It is 
a rare thing to visit the house of any of the Royal Princes with- 
out noticing a well-read English newspaper or journal of some 
kind. This is the kind of progress which should be cultivated, 
and which will at no distant time materially help forward the 
true prosperity of the country. 

His Majesty the Supreme King of Siam delivered an address 
on the promotion of his Royal Highness Somdetch Chowfa Ma- 
hamala to the rank and title of Kruma Phra. This talented and 
conservative Prince has received well-deserved appreciation in 
his recent promotion. His Royal Highness’s fifty-tifth birthday 
occurred on the 24th April.

The Legacy of Iyeyas (deified as Gongen-Sama). A posthumous 
Manuscript in one hundred chapters. Translated from,three 


collated copies of the Original by J. F. Lowper, Barrister-at- 
Law, Legal Adviser to the Board of Revenue and the Cus- 
toms of Ja Printed at the Japan Herald Office, 1874.

The importance of this little book, to which we briefly alluded 
in our last issue, is greater than its size would, at first sight, 
seem to indicate, and a careful perusal of it will throw some light 
upon what has hitherto appeared to foreigners iuexplicable with 
regard to the Japanese. The great Iyeyas, one of the most cele- 
brated warriors and statesmen in Japanese history, and the 
founder of the Tokugawa Dynasty, usurped the office of Shogun 
in 1602, and it was he who bequeathed this testamentary 
“Legacy” to his descendants. he code he drew up, says 
Mr. Lowder, for the guidance of his successors was, until the 
year 1868, when his dynasty was overthrown, held of full 
force and in great veneration by the people of Japan. The 
original was kept in Kidto; but a cortitied copy hung in 
the Hall of State in the Shogun’s palace in Yedo, and on 
certain days every Japanese noble above a moderately high 

ade had access to it. After giving a brief résumé of Japanese 

istory (from an article which appeared in the Japan Times in 
1867), in order to show the interest attaching to the “ Legacy of 
Iyeyas,” Mr. Lowder concludes his introductory remarks with 
the following emphatic words respecting its author :—“ A strong 
man’s will left a mark upon the history of Japan that time has 
not succeeded in effacing in two centuries and a half. With fore- 
sight almost superhuman, Iyeyas looked into the future, and by 
the creation of a political machine nearly perfect, assured to his 
dynasty a security almost unparalleled. There is nothing in 
history to compare with the Legacy of Iyeyas, except the will of 
Peter the Great. In it the student of Japanese History will find 
the yolution of many difficulties ; and its readers will have before 
them the constitution under which this country was governed 
until the time, within the recollection of all, when it gave way 
to the irresistible momentum of a higher civilisation.” 

We proceed to notice some of the more striking chapters, or 
rather sections, of this remarkable “Legacy.” The acute 
founder of the Tokugawa dynasty foresaw ‘hat “disputes 
will occasionally arise between public functionaries and those 
employed in the household (of the Shdégun), regarding pre- 
cedence in rank,” and he therefore lays down in Section XIV. 
very minute and detailed rules on the subject. In the following 
section he gives excellent advice to his successors :—“ In my 
youth,” he says, “my sole aim was to conquer and subjugate 
inimical provinces, and to take revenge upon the enemies of my 
ancestors. Yuy6 teaches, however, that ‘ to assist the people is 
to give to the Empire, and since I have come to under- 
stand that the precept is founded on sound principle, I have un- 
hesitatingly followed it. Let my posterity hold fast this prin- 
ciple. Any one turning his back upon it is no descendant of 
mine. The people are the foundation of the Empire.” Section 
XVII. will explain the aversion of the Japanese, in olden times, 
to all changes and innovations; “‘ In the absence of precedents, 
forbid the making of new ground, new watercourses, and so 
forth, and the forming of any new measures of what kind soever. 
Know that disturbances always arise from such innovations.” 
In the twenty-first section Iyeyas lays down clearly and in 
detail the modes of commending virtue and rewarding merit, 
and also the modes of punishing crime for the repression of vice, 
which latter have a strong flavour of the distant age in which 
the “ Legacy” was written. Passing over some less important 
dicta, we come to Section XLV., which explains the troubles 
caused in past years by the imsolence of the Samurai :—" The 
Samurai are the masters of the four classes. Agriculturists, 
artisans, and merchants may not behave in a rude manner 
towards Samurai. The term for a rude man is other-than-expected- 
fellow ; and a Samurai is not to be interfered with in cutting 
down a fellow who has behaved to him in a manner otber than 
is expected.” Section LII. is also a curious and significant relic 
of a barbarous age. In regard to revenging injury done to mas- 
ter or father, it is granted by the wise and virtuous (Confucius) 
that you and the injurer cannot live together under the canopy 
of heaven. A person harbouring such vengeance shall notify 
the same in writing to the criminal court; and although no 
check or hindrance may be offered to his carrying out his desire 
within the period allowed for that purpose, it is forbidden that 
the chastisement of an enemy be attended with riot. Fellows 
who neglect to give notice of their intended revenge are like 
wolves of pretext, and their punishment or pardon should depend 
upon the circumstances of the case. The testator’s views with 
regard to the proper duties of husband and wife show an acute 
perception of the fitness of aoe “Tt is a righteous and 
world-recognised rule that a true husband takes care of outside 
business, while a true wife manages the affairs of the house. 
When a wife occupies herself with outside affairs, her husband 
loses his business, and it is a pre-evidence of ruin to the house ; 
it is as when a hen ig afflicted with a propensity to crow at 
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morn, and an affliction of which every Samurai should beware. 
Thisagain is an assistance in the knowledgeof mankind.” Wecan- 
not, however, go more fully into the details of this curious Legacy, 
and in conclusion we will but quote two more sections (XCVLI. and 
XCVIL), which will render more intelligible the behaviour of 
the Japanese towards foreigners in past years. The following 
are the directions of the great Shégun on this head :—On those 
occasions when foreigners come to offer presents they should be 
entertained with proper abundance and uniform politeness. The 
beauty and elegance of the military accoutrements and the ca- 
parisons of the horses should be made to appear to the utmost 
advantage. From the port at which the ship arrives, as far as 
the Yedo capital, whether the road lie through Government or 
other territory, the castles and moats and all the houses on the 
way should be in a thorough and complete state of repair, that 
the broad and extensive afiluence and the intrepidity of the mili- 
tary power of the Empire may shine forth. The whole manage- 
ment should be undertaken by the Ministers of the Shogun. 
When foreign vessels arrive by chance at our shores information 
of the fact shall immediately be given, and by means of written 
communication through an interpreter their business shall be 
learned. According to circumstances they shall be treated with 
commiseration and benevolence, or with dignified reserve. In 
all cases a guard shall be placed on board for their restraint. If 
we were disposed to be strictly eritical we should say that Mr. 
Lowder is not a very skilful translator, but we, nevertheless, 
thank him for this version of an interesting and important docu- 
ment, and we would here give expression to a hope that others 
may follow his example and shed still further light on the hidden 
secrets Of the history and institutions of Japan,

ROTTERDAM, JUNE 10. 

Again an interpellation about Atchin in the Sccond Chamber. The 
moderate Conservative, Mr. Fabius, asked the Ministry for some eluci- 
dation. He demonstrated that Mr. Van Swicten had not fulfilled his 
plan of taking possession of Atchin and remaining there until the 
Empire was entirely subdued, and a treaty was concluded. Had Ke— 
asked Mr. Fabius—returned because the Government thought that the 
war had been brought to an end, and that the Atchinese people would 
become more peaceful; or was it the intention of the Chief Com- 
mander to return again to Sumatra when the rainy season was over, in 
order to continue the military operations? It is important that the 
nation should know these things. He also wished to know some par- 
ticulars about the distnissal of the brave and meritorious General Ver- 
spyck, the idol of the East India army. The Minister of the Colonial 
Department replied that he did not yet possess the latest reports of 
General Van Swieten, but it was known on the 18th of April that both 
the commanders and the greater part of the expedition would return to 
Batavia, It was on that date thet the interpellation of Mr. Messchert 
van Vollenhoven took place. But nobody asked at that moment for 
any information. It was, the Minister stated, not necessary to leave 
the whole military force in Atchin. But nobody could foretell what 
would become necessary. It is possible that the opposition in Atchin 
is not yet crushed; it is quite possible that a third expedition will 
become necessary. But nothing is decided thereabout, and likewise it 
is not at all certain that Mr. Van Swieten will return to Atchin. Re- 
garding the honourable dismissal granted te General Verspyek, Mr, 
Fransen van de Putte said that this oftHcer felt offended becanse General 
Van Swicten was charged with the chief command of the second expe- 
dition, He had intended to ask for his dismissal, but he afterwards 
considered that it would take place when the second expedition was 
brought to un end. Mir. Nicrstrasz was not at all satistied with the 
Ministerial reply. He was of opinion that the second expedition waa a 
failure. The navy was anything but ina satisfactory condition, and the 
stratagem of the Commander-in-Chief ought tu be disapproved. Private 
letters from officers state that Van Swicten depended upon good luck. 
A third expedition will be necessary, but the situation has become 
critical; we were now in a wasps’ nest, and the end of our troubles 
could not be foreseen. Mr. Storm van 'sGravezande said that the 
member who had just spoken used some unfair expressions regarding 
Mr. Van Swieten, which were only based upon communications pub- 
lished in private letters. Mr. Hoffmans, on the other side, demon- 
strated that the second expedition was a failure, and he remarked that 
the necessity for a third expedition was the fault of General Van 
Swicten. The Minister answered that un a former occasion he had 
clearly proved that the war was necessary and just. The fact that the 
Kraton was taken was of much more signification than was stated by 
some members. He did not care what grumbling officers might say in 
their private lettcrs addressed to some papers. He would repeat that 
nothing was certain about a third expedition being required, but should 
that be necessary no supplementary truops would be wanted, The 
Minister of the Naval Department added that the naval force would 
be reinforced, and that without delay two screw steamers would be 
forwarded. Mr. Fabius ended his interpellation by proposing that the 
Second Chamber would thank General Verspyck for his eminent ser- 
vices to the country. This motion created an endless discussion ; ob- 
jections came from every part of the House. Some demonstrated that 
this would be an act of bad policy, others disliked such a vote because 
the Government would be hurt by it, but several members were of 
opinion that Mr. Verspyck deserved a yote of thanks. Mr. Van Naamen 
proposed a delay. The Colonial Minister objected to the intervention 
of the Chamber in this matter, and in the end both the proposals were 
rejected, that of Mr. Fabius by 36 against 26 votes. It seems that we 
shall never hear le fin mot of the Atchin war. 

In the yesterday's sitting the Minister of the Colonial Department 
stated that he had forgotten to say on the previous day that the Go- 
vernor-General had approved of the appointment of Colonel Pel as the 
inilitary and civil commander. The instructions given to that officer 
agree with the policy of Mr. Van Swieten. He stated also that it was 
not the intention to conclude treaties of peace, but acts of submission. 

It was thereupon permitted to Mr. Gratama to ask the plans of the 
Government regarding the railway system in Java; waa it, ho asked, 
still the intention to grant concessions, and if not, would the State 
build railways in Java on account of the Government? Mr. Fransen 
van de Putte answered that he would prefer State railways rather than 
be without them at all. The Government would in this sitting lay be- 
fore the members a Bill to provide Java with railways. It, however, 
was now impossible to enter into further details, The third and last 
interpellatiun regarded the Northern Canal, and it need hardly to be 
stated that the answer was still more vague than in the former inter- 
pellations. 

Rumours are circulating again about the marriage of Prince Alex- 
ander. So much is certain—he hay left the Academy, and he will 
reside henceforth in his own palace. It is, however, doubtful whether 
he will choose a wife. Another palace will be built in the Hague in 
behalf of the Minister for Foreign Affairs. A credit of 130,000 guilders 
waa asked for this purpose, and this caused a profusion of jeremiads. 

His Majesty returned from his scat Het Loo to the Hague, where he 
will remain to the 20th, when he will make a trip abroad. It is 
said that the Queen will leave the Residency to start for a watering- 
place in Austria, in order to restore her health.

KOREA REDIVIVUS. 

THREE years have passed away since our columns were 
rife with stirring news from Korea, giving accounts of the 
American hostile expedition, intended to open up relations 
with the Government by force of arms, which ended in a 
fiasco. Since then the iron-bound coast of that peninsula 
in the Far East has scarcely‘been visited by foreign men- 
of-war, or merchant ships; and the interior of the myste- 
rious country beyond has relapsed into its primitive exclu- 
siveness. Hitherto nearly all the intelligence concerning 
its physical features, people, and Government have been 
communicated by foreigners, who have gleaned it from 
without ; and the relations of the body politic with the 








outer world have been entirely of an external character. |

As there is no corrobo- 
ration of an actual outbreak by armed partisans, we shall 
wait for further news to credit the statement that a “ revo- 
lution” had begun. Probably it may turn out that the 
youthful monarch, being nineteen years of age, has attained 
his majority to ascend the throne, and he has been advised 
to discard the ex-Regent from his Councils. This is the 
more likely, as the Queen Dowager, who has had the 
training of the young King, is friendly disposed to foreign- 
ers and native Christians, if she herself be not a convert ; 
while the late Regent is bitterly opposed to both. If that 
be the case, then there is sure to be two factions intriguing 
for supremacy. This we shall soon know through Peking 
news, announcing the forthcoming installation of

foreigners, the time is opportune to glance at the foreign 
attempts to open up the country. 

Without referring to the intercourse of surveying ships 
and shipwrecked mariners with the inhabitants and local 
authorities, we shall confine our notes to the dates and cir- 
cumstances of those events which have made Korea notori- 
ous as a sanguinary region to be explored by foreigners. 
The first to penetrate into the interior across the northern 
frontier by the so-called ‘Gate of Korea” were inde- 
fatigable French missionaries, engaged successfully in the 
“ Propagation of the Faith” among the native heathens. 
The first mission was established at Séoul, the capital, by 
Bishop IMpERT, in 1837, where he was joined by two 
priests named MavBauT and CuHastavu. On the 21st 
September, 1839, these three ecclesiastics suffered martyr- 
dom by decapitation in the public execution ground of the 
capital. In March, 1844, Bishop FERREOL succeeded in 
restoring the mission at Séoul, and afterwards established 
four others at different stations throughout the country, 
which in time were placed under the charge of coadjutors, 
who came secretly to risk their lives in the holy work. 
For twenty-two years they zealously pursued their task, 
increasing to the number of twelve missionaries, who had 
baptised upwards of fifty thousaud converts. Then arose

Regent, when thousands of the converts were hunted, tor- 
tured, and executed, if they did not renounce the proscribed 
religion. . Nine of the French missionaries were seized 
and killed in cold blood, while their mission establishment 
at the capital was burnt to the ground, and its valuable 
contents destroyed, including an elaborately compiled 
Korean dictionary. Three missionaries managed to escapi 

and reach China, where they reported the massacre to the 
French Minister at Peking, who instructed Admiral Rozg 
to proceed with a squadron and troops to demand repara- 
tion. In October he ascended the Salee River, leading to 
Séoul, where he encountered the Koreans in arms, had a 
desperate engagement with them at the foitified town of 
Kanghao, which he sacked and demolished, and then left 
the country without obtaining any satisfactory reparation 
from the Korean authorities. In July of the same year, 
an American schooner named the General Sherman made a 
clandestine visit to Korea, having on board two English- 
men, one of whom was the Rev. Mr. THOMAS, whose in- 
teresting journal of a previous visit was published in our 
columns. The leader of the party, a Frenchman, came 
into collision with the authorities of a town they had 
reached up some river, when the exasperated inhabitants 
sent fire rafts down upon the ship, which ignited the hull, 
and the flames reaching the magazine, vessel, cargo, crew, 
and passengers were all blown up, and not one saved. This 
catastrophe brought the United States naval representatives 
forward to demand an explanation, as the vessel sailed 
under the American flag. In 1868 a United States frigate 
made its appearance at a town not far from the capital, 
where the principal functionary furnished the captain with 
a straightforward circumstantial statement, showing that 


This explanation seemed to satisfy the American Govern- 
ment, for nothing further was heard about it. At the 
same time these negotiations were going on in the month 
of May, an extraordinary expedition was fitted out at 
Shanghai, and embarked on board a German owned 
steamer, the party, besides the captain and crew, consistin 
of one German (leader), an American (cash provider), an 
a French priest, as principals, with one hundred and ten 
Chinese coolies, and twenty-one Manilamen as auxiliaries. 
They went into the interior of Korea at an obscure place, 
ostensibly to conclude a commercial treaty with the

authorities, every man being armed with a musket, their 
real purpose being to rifle a tomb where the French priest 
avowed that he saw the late Kina buried in a solid gold 
coftin. This they tried to get at, but did not succeed in 
the attempt, while their designs were frustrated by the ap- 
pearance of Korean soldiery, with whom shots were ex- 
changed, which killed and wounded a few. After this the 
buccaneers were glad to get away and return safely to 
Shanghai, where the American was tried by his Consul, and 
the German afterwards sentenced to imprisonment by the 
Supreme Court at Hamburg. Then came the last hostile 
expedition under Admiral RopgErs, of the United States 
Navy, who received his instructions from Washington to 
negotiate peacably with the Koreans if he could. But it 
turned out that he could not ; and he repeated the opera- 
tions of the French at Kanghoa, which was restored, and 
defended by a stronger force, who, saci they suffered 
severely, attacked the invaders with such slaughter that the 
Admiral was glad to retire from the contest and abandon 
'the further prosecution of the expedition, which so far 
proved as great a failure as that of the French expedition. 
Thus it may ‘be said that the Koreans have held their 
ground against all comers from without ; it now remains 
to be seen if they can retain their exclusiveness much 
longer intact under dissensions from within.

TEA ADULTERATION. 

The Select Committee of the House of Commons appointed to 
enquire into the working of the Adulteration of Food Act passed 
in 1872, resumed its sittings last week. The Committee is at pre- 
sent directing its attention specially to the adulteration of tea, 
and has taken the following evidence upon the subject :— 

Mr. Whitworth Jackson, a wholesale tea dealer, of Spital-square, was 
examined as to the general practice of adulterating tea, and the various 
modes adopted for giving tea a fictitious appearance, weight, and value. 
One species of profitable adulteration, he said, was in the employment 
of a material called scented caper, which gave a gain of 10d. per pound, 
A man employed eight hours per day would, in adulterating tea by this 
means, yield a remuneration to his employers of £16 or over. Tea

Witness further said: I have been 
told on the authority of Dr. Tidy that the process of making up ex- 
hausted tea leaves for adulterative purposes is carried on in this 
country. I witnessed adulteration going on three years ago, and could 
point out places where it is going on now. I would prohibit all faced 
green tea from the market as adulterated. The making up of ex- 
hausted leaves in this country is carried on within a bowshot of this 
house. The wholesale tea dealers are the men who do most of the 
adulteration in this country. The lowest price of genuine tea in Lon- 
don is 8d. or 9d. By Mr. Backhouse: I know that within the last 
i twelve months or two years there were establishments to which tea 
| could be sent to be improved. Taking the whole of the tea imported 
into this country, 35,000,000 lbs. altogether may be said to be adulte- 
rated abroad and at home. In reply to Sir Henry Peek, witness said 
what he meant by saying most of the adulteration was done by the 
wholesale dealers was that it was done by the middle men, who dealt 
with the large importers, and were between them and the retail dealers. 

Mr. Allen, F.R.S., the Public Analyst of Sheffield, stated with 
regard to the evidence of the previous witness that he could not 
say how general were the adulterations as described by that wit- 
ness, nor could he concur in that evidence. The adulteration of tea 
by exhausted leaves was carried on, and witness, who had condemned 
tea so adulterated, believed there were extensive factories for carrying 
on this trade in parts of China. He believed most traders did not 
themselves adulterate. He had heard of the practice being carried on 
in London some years ago ; but, with the exception that persons went 
round to hotels and other large establishments to purchase the used leaves 
for 1d. and 1}d. a pound, for the purpose, it was believed, of re-drying 
them, he did not know that the practice existed now to any extent. 
In answer to questions put by Mr. Welby, the witness said he believed 
adulteration ‘was actually carried on in the town of Sheffield. His rea- 
son was that on one occasion six samples were purchased, and found to 
be adulterated. The committee did not prosecute on that occasion (it 
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being the first), but, notice being given that the next cases would be 
proseeuted, more samples were purchased, and then five out of six were 
found to be adulterated. This showed that the sellera knew they were 
selling adulterated articles. Then he purchased a sample of a highly 
described tea, and a portion of “caper,” known to be in itself an 
- adulterated tea, was put in during the weighing, and this being picked 
out, the other was found to be largely adulterated with sulphate of 
iron, lie tea, sand, and other substances. Sir H. Peek asked the witness 
if he considered that any accidental impurity found in tea should be 
considered as adulteration, and the witness replied in the negative, 
adding, amid much laughter, that he had found Chinese toe-nails in 
tea, but he did not consider or rule that to be an adulteration. In 
answer to the same member the witness denied the capacity of dealers 
or any one, by a “rough and ready method,” to detect the adultera- 
tion of exhausted leaves, for, he said, he had tested tea-dealers with 
samples purposely adulterated with exhausted leaves, and they had de- 
clared these adulterated samples to be superior to the teas from which 
the samples, before adulteration, were taken. He quite agreed that 
there had been improper prosecutions of grocers—that was to say, on 
insufficient grounds—in some localities. In reply to Sir Charles Dilke, 
the witness said that with respect to the purchase of exhausted leaves 
from large establishments, this fact had come from tea-dealers who had 
themselves made inquiry in order to know the truth. The dealers 
thought, however, that the leaves were purchased for the purpose of 
being re-infused. His opinion as to adulteration being known in Shef- 
field arose from the fact that he read a paper on tea cultivation before 
. the British Association ; for when a notice of this appeared in the local 
papers, though no name was mentioned, the particular dealer to whom 
it referred withdrew the notice selling the tea—a fact which plainly in- 
dicated that the dealer knew the tea he auld was that referred to, and 
that it was adulterated. 

Mr. H. C. Bartlett, Ph.D., F.C.S., an analytical chymist, of Gray's-inn, 
said he had heard Mr. W. Jackson's evidence. Mr. Jackson showed that 
it was possible to adulterate, and witness had supported that view. 
The witness said he had no evidence that there were any manufactories 
in England of adulterated tea, save that teas apoilt by sea-water were 
brought under the hammer, having passed, he presumed, the Custom- 
house, and would be only bought to be passed into the market. He 
did not think that tea adulteration as such was carried on in this country 
to any great extent, or that tea leaves were bought up to be redried. 
He had no information upon which to state that there were any “tea 
doctors” or “tea improvers” going about the country offering to teach 
dealers how to “improve” their tea ; but he had reason to believe that 
such persons went to publicans. He had reason to believe that adul- 
teration was carried on in China, but he thought that some of the so- 
called “adulterations” found were mistaken analyses, as the finding of 
slight quantities of oxide of iron might result from accidental mixings, 
and not be at all attributable to a desire to adulterate. The examination 
of tea in bond was the proper course to take, as it would prevent 
adulterated tea coming through our ports, and he thought it was very 
hard that retail shopkeepers should bear the brunt of the prosecutions 
for selling adulterated goods which had passed the Customs. 


The subjoined letter from “A Tea Merchant” has appeared 
in the Echo :— 

Tea adulteration must be divided into two parts, viz., injurious adul- 
teration, and harmless adulteration. The first consists in imparting to 
the article foreign poisonous matter, such as steel filings, Prussian blue, 
&c., &c., &c. Prussian blue is used to face, or produce a good-looking 
surface on common green tea, and, as the public used to prefer bright 
green tea, this adulteration was so common that at least one-third of 
the green tea imported was “faced.” I will leave numerous other 
methods of injurious adulteration, and explain harmless adulteration. 
This consists in mixing with tea harmless matters and ingredients, such 
as “stalks,” which are imported in large quantities from China, and 
which is the tea shrub after the leaves are picked, broken up small, and 
mixed with leafy tea. This increases the weight, and causes no harm 
to the consumer, save the imposition of the vendor of the article as 
“pure tea.” Another article of adulteration is “ Brick Tea.” It must 
be understood that the Chinese press the tea into the chests with their 
feet, and what is spilt by being continually walked upon, together with 
the moisture of the feet and earth, becomes hard and solid, and is sold 
in cakes as “brick tea.” This is ground into powder and thrown 
among good leafy tea, and imitates dust. It is seldom, if ever, that 
injurious matter is introduced into tea by the wholesale dealers in this 
country. A certain person once bought up the used tea, or the leaves, 
of large eatablishments. These were placed in hot pans, and the heat 
causes the leaf to rollup again, and except by the smell it could not be 
recognised. This is an old trick, and often practised. Adulteration has 
been so common, and such filth sold as tea, that I may add that I had, 
and believe I have now, a sample of “tea” sold as Fine New Season 
Gunpowder that was the refuse of a pig’s-atye mixed with green dust. 
and faced with Prussian blue. : 





GERMANY. ; 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamecre, June 10. 

There is at length good reason to hope and believe that the new Ger- 
man currency will be introduced, if not in the whole of the Empire, at 
least in the kingdom of Prussia, on the 1st of January next, and high 
time too, for the great scarcity of small coins that is everywhere felt 
causes much inconvenience among the lower classes, the retail trade, 
and for domestic purchases. Since my last letter another German 
State—not a very large one, it is true, but. still containing a population 
of nearly half a million—has published officially that the new currency 
law shall take effect on New Year's Day. It is the Grand Duchy of 
Saxe-Weimar, At the same time, we learn from Berlin that it is under 
the serious consideration of the Prussian Government, and has formed 
the subject of more than one Cabinet Council, whether it will not be 
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possible to do the same in Prussia ; and though nothing has yet been 
definitively settled, the general feeling was decidedly in the affirms. 
tive. If the subject could be submitted to a plebiscit, there is no 
doubt what the result would be, for public opinion would im- 
mediately say, “the sooner the better.” In Prussia the inconveni- 
ence would be felt more slightly than anywhere else; for, after 
all, it is but the introduction of a uew nomenclature for an old institu. 
tion, as the present coins can all be made use of till a sufficiency of the 
new moncy 1s minted : the thaler at three marks, the ten-groschen piec& 
at one mark, the five-groschen at half mark, and the groschen at ten 
pfennigs. In the meantime the eight German mints are at full work, 
and according to the latest returns published the money coined (on Ma 
10) was as follows :-—Gold, 1,022,169,700 marks ; silver, 21,467,966 
ditto ; nickel, 1,943,280 ditto; and copper, 430,958 ditto ;—total 
1,046,011,904 marks, or more than fifty-two millions sterling. The 
actual state of the case is as follows :—The Grand Duchies of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwerin and Mecklenburgh-Strelitz, as well aa Bremen and 
Lubeck have already introduced the new system unconditionally, and 
for general circulation ; Hamburg partially, 7.¢., as the money of account 
superseding the Hamburg Banco; Saxe Weimar and Oldenburg introduce 
it on the 1st of January next, and Prussia is deliberating. Shouldt 
decide on doing so, such a step implies the necessity of Hamburg fol- 
iowing suit, for, surrounded as we are on all sides by Prussian territory, 
our isolated Hamburg currency would be no longer tenable, the more 
so as the value of all articles of merchandise, houses, ships, land, and 
other property is now reckoned by the new Imperial mark. The 
Federal Council have decreed that the coinage of the five-mark piece 
shall be postponed till the other cvins are completed ; but as a substi- 
tute and to prevent a scarcity of small money the State printing-office 
at Berlin is hard at work striking off tive-mark notes as part of the 
hundred and twenty millions of Imperial Treasury notes to replaoe 
those issued by the separate Governments and now about to be put out 
of circulation. The notes are made of white hemp paper, the printing 
is of grey colour, and the water-mark is the Imperial crown surrounded 
by a ribbon. 

Another banking company of this city, called the Bankverein—not 
to be confounded with the Vereins Bank, which is the oldest establish- 
ment of the sort here—has resolved to reduce its capital from two 
million thalers to a million and a half, finding that in the present 
plethora of money the first named amount cannot be profitably and 
safely employed. The mode of amortisation agreed to by the general 
meeting is to buy up the stipulated number of shares in the open 
market by degrees and at a price not exceeding 90 per cent. The 
resolution can be easily carried into immediate execution, as the quota- 
tion of the shares to-day ia 844 per cent. We have still a much greater 
number of banking companies here than is required for the wants of 
the trade. 

A new insurance company has just been established, with very favour- 
able prospects of success, from the high respectability of the promoters 
who have now become the directors. It is called the Hanseatic Fire 
Insurance Company, and undertakes risks against fire (including ex- 
plosions and accidents caused by lightning) and will appoint agencies 
in foreign countries. ‘The capital is nominally a million and a half 
Reichs marks in shares of 3,000 marks each, registered in the names of 
the holders, but only an instalment of 20 per cent. will be required as 
the working capital for the present. Herr Joachim Hermann Duhst has 
been appointed manager, and has held a general meeting, at which the 
Company declared itself constituted. 

According to the tables just published by the Foreign-office at Berlin, 
Germany is represented abroad by 637 Consular officers, viz., 317 Con- 
suls, 190 Vice-Consuls, and 72 Consular agents ; these, with the secre- 
taries and interpreters, make up the above number, among whom 142 
are emplayed in Great Britain and the colonies, 63 in Turkey and her 
dependencies, 61 in Sweden and Norway, 47 in Spain and her colonies, 
40 in Russia, 30 in Italy, 29 in the United States, 22 in the Brazils, 
and the remainder in other parts of the world. 

By an Admiralty order lately issued, naval officers on foreign stations 
may now draw bills for their pay at five days’ sight on Messrs. J. Be- 
renberg, Gossler, and Co., of this city. 

The Milan journals state that the Japanese Consul-General Na- 
cayaines in that city has received orders from the Mikado to make a 
collection of the portraits of the Regents of countries ir amicable 
relations with the Government of Japan. There are to be fourteen in 
all, of life-size, and_half-figure, the distinguished personages named 
being the Queen of England ; the Emperors of Germany, Russia, and 
Austria ; the Kings of Sweden, Denmark, Belgium, Holland, Italy, and 
Portugal ; and the Presidents of the United States of North America, 
Switzerland, Peru, and France. 

With regard to the Postal Treaty between Germany and British 
India I fully confirm to-day what I said about itin my last letter, and 
am enabled to add the following particulars :—The weight of a single 
letter is fixed at fifteen grammes from Germany and 4 oz. from India; 
letters may be sent both ways, either prepaid, unpaid, or registered ; 
but the last-named, as well as all newspapers, books, and samples can 
only be forwarded, if prepaid, and will be charged at the rate of 1} 
groschens per every thirty grammes, the maximum weight for any 
packet of samples or patterns being 250 grammes, but books and news- 
papers may be sent, if not exceeding 23 kilog., or 5 lbs. The registra- 
tion fee is to be the same as that charged in each country. Post- 
cards may be sent, but will be treated as single letters. The corre- 
spondence between India and the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg will be 
charged at the same rates as to Germany. The correspondence will be 
sent off weekly by British steamers in closed mails via Brindisi and 
Bombay. The convention is to come into operation om Jan. 1, 1875, 
and remain in force till one of the contracting parties has given the 
other twelve months’ notice of its wish to withdraw fronm it. :

Although the total transactions have been of good extent, at 
the same time there has been an absence of activity, with the 
important exception of Coffee and Metals, and a dull tone has 

ervaded the market for most of the chief articles. Sugar has 
n dull, and prices irregular, Coffee has been gaining strength, 
and prices have advanced almost daily. Tea has been depressed, 
and prices of new Tayshan Congou have further receded. Silk 
has been very dull. Large arrivals of Rice have taken place, 
and as holders have met the market, prices have suffered a still 
farther decline. Sago has been in demand, but the advance is 
not upheld at the close. Both Black and White Pepper are 
lower. Manila Hemp is firm, Gambier lower, Cutch steady. 


TEA. 
The market during the past week has remained without animation, 
the chicf business being in common to good common red-leaf kinds and 
new district Teas from Canton, both Congous and Scented Capers, all 
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of which have sold at lower rates. The demand from the Trade and 
Exporters continues very light, but in the absence of fresh arrivals there 
is not much alteration in prices, except in the Canton district Teas men- 
tioned above. The public sales have comprised 17,847 packages, of 
which 17,213 packages have been printed and sold without reserve. The 
deliveries for this week as compared with last year are as follows :—

The glazed kinds, of old import, show 
no material change. Foochow kinds remain firm in the absence of fresh 
supplics. Orange Pekoes: Canton kinds remain firm at last week's 
prices. Foochow kinds: Common to medium kinds have been heavy 
of sale at rather lower prices ; good to fine have been steady at full 
prices, (reen Teas : The market is rather unsettled, and prices for all 
but the’finest kinds are uncertain and irregular, especially at public 
sale, where the chief business has been done. 


SILK. 

There has been no improvement in the market, and transactions have 
been very restricted. The opening of the market in China is anxiously 
looked for, but as yct authentic intelligence has not been received. Tn 
China silk the chief business has been in the coarser kinds, which have 
sold freely; other sorts have been neglected. There has been very little 
demand for Cantons, and quotations are rather lower. In Japans there 
have been some sales of fair to good silk, but the common descriptions 
are unsaleable. 

COFFEE. 

A decidedly active demand has prevailed throughout, and the public 
sales have gone off with spirited competition at daily advancing prices, 
and a further important enhancement is established at the close. The 
much improved deliveries of the previous week have added to the 
firmness of the market, and with a good export demand during the 
present, sales have been readily effected in all descriptions, more espe- 
cially in Plantation, and prices at the close exhibit a further advance of 
4s. to 53. for Plantation kinds, 3s. for Native, and 2s. 6d. for ordinary 
to 4s. for coloury Foreign. Statement of the prices at the highest point
